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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, 17, and 19 drawn to a cleaner having a drive unit with an 
outer surface and a motorized internal mechanism adapted to impart 
motion, a sheet having a first and second side, wherein the first side of the 
sheet is connected to the outer surface of the drive unit, classified in class 
15, subclass 98. 

II. Claims 15 and 18, drawn to a method for cleaning, classified in class 134, 
subclass 6. 

III. Claim 16, drawn to a method of making a covering, classified in class 264, 
subclass 349. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the cleaner does not 
require that the sheet is directly on the drive unit and the cleaner of group I does not 
include an activator and may be used by a different method, such as one that does not 
require activating the driving unit, such as manually moving the cleaner. 
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Inventions III and I are related as process of making and product made, 
respectively. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: 
(1) that the process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the cleaner of group I does 
not require an envelope of cleaning sheets and may have a process of making that 
includes a drive unit and internal mechanism. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are a method of cleaning that requires a drive unit with an internal 
mechanism, applying a sheet directly to the drive unit, activating the drive unit, and 
placing the drive unit and sheet onto a surface (group II) and a method of making a 
covering such as forming an envelope of cleaning sheets (group III). These two 
inventions are of different design, have different modes of operation, and effects. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02). 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
